EXTRAVA6ANT PENSION DEMANDS. 


A 


NOTHER indication that the nations of the 


world are getting neater together in business 


methods and all that contribute thereto, is given in 
the announcement that Russia has .practically de- 
cided to adopt the Gregorian calendar. She has 
been the only important nation, and with what are 
known as the Greek states, the only civilized na- 
tions to adhere to the old method of marking time, 
that was so faulty as to give rise to constant incon- 
venience. 
It was over 300 years ago, iu 1583, that 


Pope Gregory ordained that such year should be n 
days less than had been or should be in any year 
thereafter and perfected the calendar system that 
has been in use since by other nations. Russia and 
the Greek states, however, have followed the old 
plan, thus making a calculation necessary whenever 
the time of an event was received from outside or 
was so sent. But with the wider establishment of 
rapid transportation, the introduction and extension 
of railways making internal connections, the ad- 
vantage of a uniform system of true reckoning has 
become more impressive, and it is autboritively 
stated the change will soon be proclaimed, It is 
afcio learned that the Greek states will soon follow 
such lead and make it unanimous. 


It was but a few years ago that Russia adopted 


the gold standard, an act which caused much ex- 
ultation among the gold bugs of this and other 
countries. However, she still uses silver as a sub- 
sidiary, convertible on demand into gold coin. This 
was done with extreme reluctance and not as a 
wholesome financial change, but for the same reason 
that she will change her time reckoning— to uniform 
and harmonize it with the other nations and to 
assist in removing the barriers of national lines.

*HE last report of the Pension Department gives 


the number of pension applications already 


filed on account of the Spanish-American war as 
45,716. This is an astonishing total when the facts 
of the war are considered, and will illustrate what 
sort ot education has been imparted by the persis- 
tent liberal pension policy that the government ha.s 
pursued relative to the veterans of the Civil war. 
No one will question the duty of the government 
to provide liberally for the men who fought to 
preserve the Union, or deny that every one of them 
should have the comforts of life in his declining 
years. But it has not mattered honr much of an 
income a veteran was receiving—he was entitled to 
government aid under tbe law, and even million- 
aires have sought and received it ior many years; 
nor has it been considered how h.rge a salary a 
veteran might be drawing—he has received his 
share the same as the most needy ctass. The G. A. 
R. is not to blame for this, for it is n ell known that 
many and probably roost of the men take no stock 
in the attack which General Sickles lias made upon 
Commissioner Evans of the Pension Bureau for not 
departing from the law in the execution of hib 
sworn duty. 


There were engaged for service i i the war with 


Spain a total of 274,000, in round numbers. Of 
these the greater number never got a glance of a 
Spanish uniform, never left the country, nor were 
absent from home but a few weeks or months. 
And yet a sixth of the total number have already 
appealed for permanent government aid because of 
that service. The army sent to Cuba, and which 
was prepared to participate in the Santiago cam- 
paign, comprised but about 15,000 officers and men. 
Of these, according to the statistics, 200 met their 
death and 1421 were wounded. The force that 
General Miles took into Porto Rico was less than 
2.500, and of these but three were killed and sixty 
wounded. There was much sickness in the mobil- 
isation camps, and as the men had just been exam- 
ined for physical disability it is but fair to assume 
that most of the deaths were incident to entering 
the military service. The total of these was about 
2.500. The deaths and wounded in the military 
service outside the Philippines figures up a little 


/ over 4,000 men. 


The number of soldiers in service at the Philip- 


pines has been about 70.000, of whom about one 
half were volunteers and liave been mustered out. 
The number of fatalities there has been about 3,000, 
and the number of wounded some more. The cam- 
paigning there has not been as severe as warfare is 
generally carried on, or hardly to be compared with 
the contemporary war in Aouth Africa. Taking all 
of the volunteers in that war and adding the num- 
ber of wounded and the deaths from all other causes 
elsewhere, and we have a total several thousands 
less than the number o*' pension applications already 
on file. This is an astounding situation and natur- 
ally leads to the wonder of what the outcome may 
be when the thousands recently mustered out from 
the Philippine service have time to file their appli- 
cations. The pension system is all right when 
properly conducted.
